The town bell sounded a fire alarm 
shortly after the midnight hour on 
Saturday morning, and the auto fire 
truck and some men were sent out 
into tlie country a few miles to where 
a large barn on the premises of Mr.

THE MENACE OF INDIFFERENCE

are entirely careless about the things 
which concern the general welfare or 
the general woe of the people. 

From the first two of these classes 
the country has ‘little to fear. It is a 
good thing for the country that those 
who are interested in such things are 
not all of one mind. 

Protagonists of any measure or any 
policy are likely to make extravagant 
statements on one side, and antagon¬ 
ists will make equally radical claims 
for the side of the argument. Each 
acts as a balance wheel for the other. 

But the country has much to fear 
from those who are indifferent, and 
they are more of a menace than 
either the conservatives or the radi¬ 
cals. 

If they do anything at all, they are 
likely to be led by sentiment rather 
than by sense; but they are more like

The fact is established beyond doubt 
that the Combine or the Swather is 
here to stay and is a decided improve 
ment over old methods.

I Notwithstanding the fact that the 
; Alberta Government and the press of 
j Alberta have warned the general pub¬ 
lic against the activities of certain 
dealers who endeavoring to place 
pure bred Chester White sows under 
certain terms and conditions, which 
are laid down by the dealers, these 
high pressure salesmen are flitting to 
and fro seeking a locality where the 
people have not been warned against 
breeding such' a class of hog. These 
men were in High River recently and 
-sold a number on their own terms and 
then went up north where we learn 
they had a busy session among the 
foreign element. Last Friday they 
returned to Blackie and endeavored 
to secure contracts for Chester Hogs 
but we learn in this they were thwart 
ed because the farmers in that local¬ 
ity are all members of The Times and 
they knew of the wishes of the Alber¬ 
ta government to prevent the intro¬ 
duction of such a type of hog in the 
province. 

The department of agriculture has 
issued a strong warning to farmers 
to have nothing to do with Chester 
White hogs under any cbnditions, still 
less under the sligk conditions im¬ 
posed by the contracts in question. 
This firm has headquarters at Spo¬ 
kane and Salt Lake City and has 
salesmen active in Alberta. They 
made good money around Cardston, 
tried to put over at Claresholm and 
failed, sold a few at High River, then 
slipped up north to the Ukraninians 
whe.re they expected a rich crop of 
easy marks. Report says they failed, 
we trust they did. 

At that, it seems strange, (if the 
situation is as serious as outlined), 
that the department of agriculture 
cannot take more drastic steps than 
mere warnings to put a stop to it, 
says the Vegreville Observer. Surely 
the introduction of a lard-type breed 
of pigs in a province where prolong¬ 
ed efforts have been made with fair 
success to induce the farmers to stick 
to the bacon-type calls for more than 
a- few circular letters and free read¬ 
ing notices in the newspapers. 

This paper believes that the federal 
and provincial departments, working 
in conjunction, could stop every Ches¬ 
ter White sow right at the border-— 
or, if some of them are already across 
the line, deport them as undesirable 
[citizens. It is nonsense to say that 
the two departments cannot do this, 
for most certainly they can. “Warn¬ 
ing” the farmer is not enough, when 
it is simple to stop the highbinders 
who are attempting to fleece him.

In addi¬ 
tion to these two wells, Royalite No. 
6 is progressing steadily deeper into 
the limestone, where production may 
be reached at any moment, according 
to Imperial Oil officials, on Friday 
morning. 

Okalta No. 2 struck a good flow of 
light crude oil at ”,050 feet, on Wed¬ 
nesday night, the production being 
estimated to be between 60 and 80 
barrels, grading about 45 degrees 
Beaurne. Previous plans called for 
pumping the well in case production 
of 60 to 75 barrels of oil was struck 
at this level, and a pump is at the 
well ready for operation. It is be¬ 
lieved that two more oil producing 
sands are in the path of the hit before 
the lime is reached, but directors of 
the company decided to pump the 
present flow for a time. 

Home No. 2 well is blowing by 
heads, officials of the Home Oil Com¬ 
pany state, the oil being light crude 
of about 54 degrees Beaurne. This 
is coming from the Home sands at 
about 4,800 feet. Imperial Oil offic¬ 
ials stated on Friday that the exact 
amount of the flow had not been meas 
ured.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

K. R. McLean, sight specialist, of 
212 Herald Building, Calgary, desires 
to announce that he will make his 
monthly visit to Vulcan, at King’s 
drug store, Saturday, June 2nd. 

A medical aid caravan will circu¬ 
late through Northern Alberta this 
year. It has beep sent out by the 
provincial department of health and 
is in charge of Dr. R. T. Washburn, 
superintendent of the University of 
Alberta hospital. 

The British Dominion Oil Well at 
Turner Valley is said to be the deep¬ 
est well in Alberta_ and will commence 
drilling another well as they have 
plenty of funds on hand with com¬ 
plete drilling equipment and $40,000 
worth of casing on hand. 

It is expected that the Canadian 
Wheat Pool will handle more than 
200,000,000 bushels of wheat from the 
1928 crop, according to the general 
sales agent of the Pool. “It will be 
by far the largest handling year that 
the Canadian Pool has experienced,” 
he stated. 

K. G. Nourse, who. has been mana¬ 
ger of the Bank of Commerce at 
Stavely for the last eight years, was 
given a community farewell party in 
Bruhn’s hall Wednesday evening of 
last week, prior to his departure last 
Saturday for Richmond, Que, where 
lie has been transferred. 

A Belgian millionaire is in Canada 
demanding that interest on gold 
bonds be paid in gold to Brazilian 
Traction investors in Belgium. We 
mention this merely to show that a 
man may be a millionaire and still be 
lieve that interest on what is known 
as gold bonds is payable in gold. 

The Moose Mountain Fur Ranches 
Limited, at Kisbey, Saskatchewan, 
has secured 6,400 acres for a muskrat 
farming enterprise. The area is par¬ 
ticularly favorable for the purpose, 
containing more than thirty lakes, the 
natural habitat of the muskrat, with 
abundance of natural food. The com¬ 
pany is capitalized at $30,000 and the 
ranch is in charge of an experienced 
muskrat man.

The High wood Syndicate composed 
of Calgary business men backed with 
capital acquired oil leases on the old 
Ings’ ranch and are now actively en¬ 
gaged in the process of erecting a 
derrick and making ready for the dril 
ling of a well. Meanwhile material 
for derrick and buildings is being 
shipped from the Skov Lumber Com¬ 
pany’s lumber yards and work is be¬ 
ing rushed to enable drilling opera¬ 
tions to commence in the near future, j 
The site of the well is said by oil men I 
to be a very likely one and the men ! 
behind the project are very optimistic 
about the result. The new well will 
be located west of the Imperial oil 
well, which is now down to near 
production with excellent prospects.
